TURKISH EMBROIDERY. 
The Manulec.ure of Needlework Ape 
pareleeeVriental Fashionable 
Production. 


[N. Y. Sun.] 
Frequently when looking around for 
quaintand curious things in the fancy 
shops in this city, we come across rich 
embroideries on slippers and caps of un- 
doubted oriental manufactur, but we 
are told that these articles come from 
Constantinople, not from India, China o, 
Japan. Just at present there is ia Paris 
London, and New York a revived de- 
mand for embroidery in the oriental 
style, which draws attention to the fact 
that the manufacture and trade in this 
kind of work of the Ottoman empire have 
greatly increased for both home con- 
sumption snd export. 
In the palmy days of the western em- 
pire, Constantinople supplied France, 
Italy, and Germany with richly-embroid- 
e1od table-cloths and ecclesiastical robes, 
and to-day Constantinople is the princi- 
pal centre of Turkish embroideries in 
gold, silver, and siJk. AJl the various 
kinds of embroidery that come from 
Asia, Persia, India and China are of the 
same character as those produced in the 
Ottoman empire, and in commerce are 
classed as Turkish embroideries. Some 
of these works partake of the nature of 
gold and silver lace, and are termed 
‘point de guipure,” and ‘point de 
plume.” 
Yanina is the centre of an important 
artistic industry, that of Greek and Al- 
banian costumes ornamented or covered 
with loops and raised embroidery, min- 
gled with sprigs of coral, pearls, and 
An Albanian or Greek 
lady’s dress of the richest kind is com- 
posed usually of a red petticoat em- 
broidered in palm leaves and other de- 
signs, over which is worn another 
petticoat or tunic of white satin em- 
broidered with gold thread. The vest 
and jacket are still more richly orna- 
mented with gold and silver filagree and 
embroidered buttons, and embroideries 
in gold, silver, sik, beads of different 
colors, and loops of passementerie, or 
braid of colored silk. Epirus, Albania, 
Servia and Bosnia purchase annually 
from Yanina some thousand costumes 
for men, women or children. An em- 
broidered costume for a lady brings 
$400; one for a man $350, and one fora 
child $125. Ceonstantinople sends to 
Egypt almost ail the embroideries in 
gold used there. It supplies table cloths 
embroidered in chain stitching in silk, 
white embroideries the same on both 
sides, or double-faced, as it is termed in 
embroiderers’ language; embroidered 
handkerchiefs of silk and linen, and 
vestments in which coral, pearl, tur- 
quoisejand crystal beads are interworked 
with the embroidery. The number of 
embroiderers employed in Constantmo- 
ple alone is estimated to be fully 10,000. 
‘They are mostly American and Greek 
men and women, and are paid by the 
piece.

Explosive Teeth. 


From the New York Times. 
The recent explosion in Newark has 
made many people aware, for the firat 
time, of the existence of celluloid, The 
pleasing compound, which presents itself 
to the ord nary eye in the guise of a 
white substance somewhat resembling 
ivory, is said to be composed of gun- 
cotton, camphor and a number of other 
articles which even the most sanguine 
and visionary elephant would never 
dream of attempting to convert into 
ivory. Nevertheless, after the manufac- 
turer of celluloid has subjected his gun- 
cotton to the action of camphor, and, 
say laudanum, rhubarb, nitro-glycerine, 
and a few other medicinal and explosive 
substances, the result is an imitation of

30.—After council irypeic f when 
enermous prices were put on Black Hills 
by the §Sioux, the commissioners, be- 
came desirous not to submit any propo- 
sition for the purchase of the Black Hills. 
At to-day’s council a protocol drawn by 
Messrs. Ashley and Lawrence was pre- 
sented to the chiefs, therefore. After 
reciting a desire for peace, they offered 
to buy the right to mine the Black Hills 
for $400,000 perannum. This right is 
to terminate at any time on a year’s no- 
tice by Uuited States. Second, to pur- 
chase the Black Hills from the Sioux na- 
tion, and pay them for their interests 
there, the sum of $6,250,000 
in fifteen equal annual installments, said 
sums to be annually appropriated for 


_their subsistence and civilization, not less 


than $1C0,C00 of which shall be annually 
expended for the purposes of civiiiza- 
tion. 

Third—That the president of the 
United States shall, under proper re- 
strictions and regulations, designate 
three routes to the Black Hills country. 
It was next proposed to purcbase the 
Big Horn country for $50,000, paid an- 
nually for ten = the money to be ex- 
pended in food and stock. 

They furthermore proposed that if the 
protocol be accepted $50,000 would be 
expended in presents, to be distributed 
among the bands. This protocol was 
left with the Indians to discuss this win- 
ter. 

Lone Horn, of the Minneconjans, dis- 
turbed the council by riding up and de- 
livering from his saddle a violent speech 
against the Brules and Ogallallas, for 
a to sell his country—the Black 
lills, 

Little Mound and Spotted Tail 
spoke, dweiling principally upon their 
wants about agents. The council closed 
with ‘‘thows” and hand-shakes. The In- 
dians feel insulted by Lone Horn’s con- 
duct, and after the council attempted to 
kill him. He is hiding in the bushes along 
White river. 

The commissionors, except Messrs. 
Ashley, Lawence and Swalm, leave on 
Thursday afternoon for Foi:t Laramie. 
The @council for the sale of the 
Black Hills is ended, and nothing has 
been accomplished. 


BRUTAL WORK. 


The Wastetul Way in Which Lo’s 
Beef Rations are Issued. 

Saturday was the day for the issuing 
of beef at Red Cloud, and 550 head were 
thus disposed of, being about 150 head 
in excess of the regular issue for ten 
days. Thecattle were weighed on the 
hoof and then let out of the pen in which 
they were confined, by ones, twos, 
threes, fours and fives, according to the 
number each subchief wasto receive, 
his name being called as the number of 
cattle he was entitled to was turned 
out. As the frightened animals 
crowded upon each other in the 
pen, arrows, which had been shot by 
juvenile Indians, were seen sticking in 
the bodies of perhaps one-third of them, 
and when a “ration” was allowed to 
pase out of the gate, the Indians to whom 
they belonged immediately started in 
pursuit, all mounted upon ponies, and in 
this way each animal was chased down, 
eometimes running for twenty minutes 
with the Indians pouring arrows and re- 
volver and rifle balls into him as he ran. 
Occasionally a terror-stricken creature 
would dart toward the corral in his fran- 
tic endeavors to escape, and then there 
would be a rapid scattering here and 
there of the hundreds of red skins who 
were seated upon their ponies waiting 
for their names to be called.

The golden wed- 
ding was celebrated at Darlington on 
Monday last ia a grand and successful 
manner. The old engine ‘‘ Locomotion,” 
which rattled away from Darlingtog fiGy 
fears agdat the spanking rate of Totr 
miles an hour, was taken down from its 
pedestal in front of the station at Dar- 
lington, and removed to the chief shops 
of the town, there to be grouped aud 
ccmpared with the illustrious line of later 
days. A statue to Stephenson's prin- 
cipal and wealthy patron and friend, Jo- 
seph Pease, who was a wealthy matu- 
facturer of Stockton, was unveiled, and 
the cable says that the whole programme 
was successfully and enthusiastically 
carried out in the presence of numerous 
railroad magnates and eminent men 
from every section of the kingdom, 
What a growth in fifty years! There 
are men in Atlanta whocan remember 
the Darlington event. The road was 
only twelve miles Jong, and its cost was 
only $600,000. But those few miles of 
imperfect undulating ecrpentine track, 
with the crude odd machine that sprang 
from the brain of George Stephevsen, 
have revolutionized the world. No in- 
vention has been so powerful in pro- 
moting the world’s progress, and none 
ever will be, unless it is one that will 
make rapid communication stiil more 
rapid and cheaper. Those cf us who 
have always known the locomotive can 
Bcarcely realize that the vast and in- 
calculable change in transportation has 
been accomplished in fifty years. 

The Darlingtoa line was a success from 
the outset. The thrifty Quakers at the 
minés and the stirring manufacturers of 
Stockton struck a bonanza that at the 
presxnt time is yielding enough every 
ycar to pay the world’s governmental 
indebtedness. Butit was eleven years 
after the opening of Stephenson's first 
road before London had 4a 
railway, and when her first line was 
built to Deptford, in 1836, its maxagers 
considereditin the light of a show. 
They kept a fancifully-dressed band of 
musicians at each end cof the route to 
draw passengers, and lamps were set up 
on both sides of the track to light the en. 
tire route during the night. But Lon- 
don soon cast off such nonsense, and to. 
day there are 3,600 trains going in and 
out of the city daily, carryiog during the 
the year the enormous number of 104,- 
000,000 passengers. 

The accomplishments of the last forty 
years in this direction, are astonishing. 
In 1868 there were 100,000 miles in op- 
eration, of which Canada and the United 
States had onehalf. ‘That half has since 
been iacreased at least twenty-five 
per cent. The other half was 
distributed as follows: England, 
13,909 miles; Germany and Austria, 
13,392; France, 9,624; India, 5,639; 
Spain, 3,161; Russia, ‘2,800; Swe 
den, 1,100; Belgium, 1,073; Italy, 2,752; 
Switzerland, 795; Egypt, 760, and Ilol- 
land, 617. A great many miles have 
also been built in India, Japav, South 
America, and in every other civilized or 
semi-civilized nation onthe globe. In the 
United States the development of the rail- 
road system has been remarkably stcady 
and repid. Figures are,as we well know, 
very distasteful to some readers, but we 
trust they will pardon the following table 
which shows the number of miles in op. 
eration in this country during each year.

This girl had lived in the 
house about eighteen months, when 
Miss Russell discovered that her father 
was paying the attention of a lover 
to the girl, and that a close intimacy en- 
sued between them. Naturally shocked 
and indignant at this, the farmer’s 
daughter dismissed the Stokes girl from 
her situation in the family. en Rus- 
sell learned of this proceeding he imme- 
diately brought the girl back, and told 
his daughter she was to remain as long 
asshe chose. The daughter thereupon 
left the house, and went to work at sew- 
ing in the neighborhood. The affair 
created great scandal in the rural social 
circles. Mary Stokes finally left Rus- 
sell’s and returned home. A few days 
afterward Miss Russell resumed her old 
position in her father’s house, and the 
scandal soon ceased to be the subject of 
goesip. 
MISS RUSSELL’S LOVER. 
Living in this village was a highly re— 
c‘ed young carpenter named Horton 
urst. His father owned a farm adjoin- 
ing that of the Russells. Some yearg ago 
a difficulty arose between the two farm- 
ers about the proper location of a line 
fence. A long, bitter and expensive law 
suit followed. Farmer Hurst was finally 
successful in the suit, and died two years 
ago.

She made no reply, but went to work at 
once perfecting arrangements that had 
been pending between herself and Hurst 
for some weeks, in view of the marriage 
of her father. Friday morning the old

would return wih his wife in the after- 
noon, drove away toward the home of 
Mary Stokes. The daughter placed the 
house in readiness for the return of her 
father, and about noon started for Rose- 
ville. She left behind her, on the bu- 
reau in her room, the following letter, 
addressed to her father :

Upon reaching this village Miss Russel] 
was met by Horton Hurst. They pro- 
ceeded to the house of Mrs. William Fil- 
ley, a sister of Hurst’s, and about three 
o’clock in the afternoon were married by 
the Rev. Mr. Young, of the Methodist 
church. Afterward they went in com- 
papy with Mrs. Filley and a young gen- 
tlemap, a friend of Hurst's, to the viilage 
tavern, where it had been arranged to 
take dinner. They were nearly through 
the repast, which had been very little 
like a wedding feast, when the door of 
the dining room was burst in, and farmer 
Russell, pale with rage, and a singular 
glitter in his eye, sprang into the apart 
ment. His daughter arose hastily and 
ran toward him with outstretched arms, 
but he threw her aside and sprang upon 
her husband. 

THE TRAGEDY. 

‘You d—d scoundrel!” he exclaimed. 
“You sect my daughter to leave her 
home!” 

He grasped Hurst by the throat, but 
the young man threw him off and com- 
menced backing toward the door. Rus- 
sell seized a knife from the table, and 
getting between Hurst and the door, at- 
tempted to stab the young man Hurst 
received the thrust in his arm, and, see- 
ing that the old man was bent on mur- 
der, drew a revolver and told him to 
stand back.

Your correspondent, Mr. Nordhoff, in 
a late lettcr upon affairs in Georgia, in- 
stituted a comparison between Georgia 
and Mississippi, by which he demon- 
strates to his own satisfaction that Mis- 
sissippi, notwithstandiog negro rule,isina 
more prosperous condition than Georgia; 
the latter being controlled by the white 
cemocrats sirce 187). While I intend 
to show by the facts that Mr. 
Nordhoff is in error, it will be use- 
ful to kcep in mind that it has been five 
years only that the people of Georgia 
who are interested in the welfare of the 
commonwealth have had the rcins of 
government. 

Mississippi is a younger state than 
Georgia, and its coi! is naturally richer. 
The Mississippi bottoms are not surpassed 
for fertility by the lands of any state in 
the union. It takes more labor and higber 
culture to produce as good results from 
Georgia soil as ee soil produces, 
About one-fourth of the entire area of 
Georgia is made useless for agricultural 
purposes by mountains and hills in the 
northeastern part of the state, and by 
swamps in the southern part. There is 
a considerable portion of Mississippi too 
low for cultivation, but there is no part 
of it too high. About the same number 
of acres in each state is used for the 
growth of grain crops, while there is 
more land given to cotton in Georgia 
than in Mississippi. And it may be use- 
ful bere to state that the total arca of 
Georgia is 57,000 square miles and that 
of Mississippi 47,000 square miles. The 
population of Georgia is 1,184,109; that 
of Mississippi 827,92: 

The grain and hay crop of Georgia for 
1869 brought over $32,000,000, and that 
of Mississippi $28,900,000. 

The value of all property in Georgia 
in 1866 was $222,000,000, which, by the 
returns of 1874, is shown to have in- 
creased to $273,000,000. This makes ap 
increase in six years in Georgia values of 
$51,000,000. The returns show that 
Mississippi for the same period haa not 
increased in the value of her property 
$20,000,000 for the same period. 

Mississippi, which has honestly earned 
the cognomen of the ‘Cow State,” in 
1860 slaughtered and sold for slaughter 
animals of the. value of a little 
over $7,000,000, while Georgia, for the 
same purpose produced §$11,000,C00 
worth. In 1870 Mississippi’ slaughted 
only $4,000,000 worth, while Georgia 
has $7,000,000 worth to use in that way. 
In this matter Georgia has sustained her 
superiority in a very striking manner. 

The annual products of Georgia are 
$10,000,000 worth more than those of 
Mississippi. ape every year pays 
more than $20,000,000 for help, while 
Mississippi gets on with the payment of 
$10,000,000. Tere are only three states 
in the union which pay more in this way 
than Georgia— to-wit, New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Illinois; while there are 
nine which pay more than Missitsippi. 

Georgia, on $273,000,000 of property, 
ays in state, county, city and town tax 
2,600,000, being about one per cent. 
Mississippi, on $177,000,000 of property, 
pays $3,700,000 of tax to state, county, 
city and town. And while it is true 
that the peopie of Mississippi pay three 
times as much tax as the people of 
Georgia, the public debt of the latter 
state is considerably larger than that of 
the former. The average value per acre 
of allthe land in Mississippi is only 
$2 51, and that of Georgia $3 33. The 
depreciation of the value of land in 
Mississippi from 1860 to 1870 was $39,- 
000,000; the depreciation in Georgia for 
the same time was $35,000,090 only. 
This takes no account of the apprecia- 
tion of Georgia property which has been 
going on for the last half-dozen years. 

1860 Mississippi produced 1,202,507 
bales of cotton; Georgia the same year, 
701,840. In 1870 Mississippi produced 
564,938 bales, and Georgia 473,934. In 
those ten years Mississippi fell off in the 
production of cotton 637,569 bales, while 
Georgia, deprived of the blessing of a 
negro government, kept within 227,806 
bales of the old mp 
There are over 4,000 manufacturing 
establishments in Georgia, against 1,700 
in the other state. 

There are in Georgia water whecls and 
steam engines propelling machinery re- 
quiring 40,000 horse power, while all the 
power now needed in pi, both 
water and steam, is 12,000 horse pow- 


er.

Taxes on Baaks. 

Wasi NGTON, October 1.—The comp 
troller sometime ago transmitted letters 
from the first national bank of Florida 
and the Citizens’ national bank of Ral- 
eigh, N. C., to the solicitor of the 
treasury for his opinion as to the right of 
a state to impose a license tax upon the 
capital of natiopal banks; and also the 
right of state officers to examine national 
banks or to require reports of their af 
fairsto be madetothem.

For sixteen yesrs the Fifth Avenue 
hotel bas been associated with the pro- 
gressive history of this city. Jn the first, 
it was ameng the leading enterprises to 
go up town, aud with the Astor house 
divides the honor of having entertained 
most of the men who have been leaders 
in our politics, professions and trades in 
the years since it has been established.

Many stories might be told of the inside 
history of political and social movements 
which have eo and transpired 
here, and of the little stories about the 
doings and saying of cminent men who 
have, from time to time, been guests of 
this hotel, could be collected, they would 
doubtless make very interesting reading. 
Being so identified with the march of 
progress, and being, withal, a place which

It probably is not extensively known 
that the first passenger clevator ever put 
into practical operation, was constructed 
in the Fifth Avenue hotel, under the di- 
rect supervision of the inventor, the late 
Otis Tufts, in 1859. During the summer 
months this elevator, afterso many years 
of service, was takcn out and a new and 
improved machine instituted. To ex- 
pend words of praise in describing the 
elegance of this clevator will be superflu- 
ous when it is stated that it cost within a 
fraction of twenty thousand dollars. 

But alittle description of a safety ap- 
paratus which has been introduced to 
act in conjunction with the elevator will 
no doubt be pardoned. This machine is 
known as the Massey retarder, and it 
regulates the rate ol s which the cle- 
vator shall attain in descending, having 
no control over its movements while go- 
ing up. The reterder is on the top of 
the building, looks like the steam chest 
of a locomotive, and is attached to the 
elevator by two stoutchains. The chain 
passes over a wheel, out of a window; to 
this end there are weights attached which 
counter-balance the heft of the car. The 
wheel over which the chain passes, with- 
tes na Aa a of itsslipping, 1% con- 
trolled by a body of oil w is confined 
in this iron chest, and acts upon a fly- 
wheel, only allowing the wheel to move 
as fast as the oil will flow through a crev- 
ice; —. forced by the fly-whecl the 
oil holds back, and only allows it to pro- 
gress as fast as it is desired to have the 
car go down. Thus, it will be seen, the 
chains can not go apy quicker than the 
wheel will permit, and the wheel can not 
go at any higher rate of _— than it 
can force that body of oil through a 
crevice much smaller than its own vol- 
ume, thus making it almost impossible 
for the car to meet with any serious acci- 
dent, should the wire ropes which con- 
trol its motion part or become in any way 
injured.
